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Madam  CHAIRMAN  and  COUNCILLORS 


This  is  the  sixty-fifth  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council  published 
in  accordance  with  Circular  1/64  (Wales). 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  much  lower  than  last 
year  but  still  has  not  reached  the  low  level  we  expected  taking 
into  account  all  the  precautionary  measures  that  have  been 
implemented  and  the  exhaustive  investigations  which  have 
been  carried  out.  It  is  gratifying  however  that  while  the  numbers 
are  fluctuating,  the  tendency  is  downwards. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  started  in  October  but  this  was 
not  wholly  unexpected  as  there  had  been  few  notifications  the 
previous  year  and  there  is  a bi-annual  cycle  in  this  particular 
disease.  This  will  probably  continue  until  the  long  hoped  for 
immunisation  begins. 

During  the  year  whooping  cough  presented  no  problems, 
there  were  only  three  cases  notified — thanks  to  the  wide-spread 
immunisation  which  has  taken  place. 

Infrequent  cases  of  scarlet  fever  but  without  complications 
were  notified. 

Unfortunately,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  sonne  dysentery 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  but  after  this  had  been  controlled 
there  was  no  further  trouble. 

There  were  only  four  cases  of  food  poisoning,  this  was 
indeed  gratifying  when  one  considers  the  movement  of  population 
and  the  quantity  of  food  consumed  away  from  home.  It  may 
be  that  the  increase  in  refrigeration  has  had  a beneficial  effect, 
moreover,  instruction  in  hygiene  and  supervision  may  claim  some 
credit  for  this  immunity. 

It  is  regrettable  that  there  were  four  deaths  from 
tuberculosis.  The  age  group  affected  has  moved  from  the  younger 
to  the  older. 

Slum  clearance,  unavoidably,  has  been  postponed  owing 
to  three  factors.  The  existing  prefabricated  buildings  suddenly 
deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  they  had  to  be  demolished 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  the  tenants  had  to  be  transferred 
to  houses  which,  we  had  hoped,  would  be  available  for  the  slum 
clearance  scheme.  The  second  is  that  there  is  still  no  royal  road

to  the  speedy  production  of  homes.  Great  interest  is  maintained 
in  urging  on  this  project.  Lastly,  subsidence  in  the  upper  end 
of  the  Ogmore  Valley  has  caused  much  anxiety.  However,  there 
is  an  undaunted  determination  to  further  housing  progress  as 
swiftly  as  possible. 

It  is  deplorable  that  there  are  still  only  two  old  fashioned 
swimming  baths  in  the  two  valleys.  These  are  far  below  what  is 
required  to  supply  the  need  of  the  younger  generation.  This 
also  is  being  pursued. 

I must  comment  on  the  great  interest  displayed  in  the 
Council  Chamber  on  the  welfare  of  the  Disabled  whether  they  be 
young  or  old.  An  encouraging  start  has  certainly  been  made  in 
the  direction  of  rehabilitation  as  is  shown  later  in  this  report. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Councillors  for  their  help  during  the 
year  both  in  and  outside  the  Council  Chamber.

This  is  a decrease  of  244  compared  with  1962. 

In  the  summer  of  1963,  a new  canteen  was  opened  at 
Wyndham  Colliery  while  in  December  1963,  pithead  baths  were 
opened  at  the  International  Colliery. 

The  first  stage  of  the  integration  of  Wyndham  and  Western 
Collieries  was  effected  on  the  1st  August,  1963,  when  coal  winding 
ceased  at  Western  Colliery,  and  all  the  coal  from  Wyndham  and 
Western  was  raised  through  the  Wyndham  shafts.  The  rubbish 
ropeways  at  both  Wyndham  and  Penllwyngwent  ceased  operating 
in  1963,  after  which,  the  rubbish  was  dealt  with  by  lorry,  and 
eventually,  when  arrangements  are  complete,  all  rubbish  will  be 
disposed  of  from  Western  Colliery  to  the  mountain  top  by  road 
vehicles  via  a mountain  road  now  in  the  process  of  being  made. 


WORK  WITH  THE  DISABLED 

This  authority  has  taken  a special  interest  in  the 
employment  of  the  disabled.  Employment  has  been  given  to 
those  who  would  have  found  great  difficulty  in  adapting  themselves 
elsewhere.  This  year,  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  young 
disabled  people.  A start  has  been  made  and  further  avenues 
are  being  explored  with  the  intention  of  widening  the  scope. 

Discussions  are  to  be  held  with  the  unions  to  review  the 
placing  of  the  juvenile  disabled. 
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THE  FORESTRY 


The  following  is  a report  from  the  Chief  Forester  : — 

During  1963  planting  was  restricted  to  38  acres  but  it  is 
hoped  to  plant  150  acres  next  winter  and  a further  150  the  year 
after,  this  will  be  on  the  former  Pwll-y-garn  Farm. 

The  renewal  of  old  fences  proved  an  expensive  item  namely 
some  227  chains  apart  from  repairs  to  existing  fences. 

The  sheep  trespass  did  not  improve  and  the  staff  removed 
many  sheep  from  the  plantation  at  a cost  of  some  £150  in  wages 
alone.  Some  £50  was  also  spent  in  wages  for  snaring  and  shooting 
foxes  in  addition  to  the  shoots  organised  by  the  County  Pest 
Officer. 

The  severe  winter  did  not  affect  us  much  except  to  preclude 
us  from  some  areas  through  lack  of  access. 

During  the  year  we  cut  some  14,000  Hoppus  feet  of  timber 
for  mining  timber  and  saw  mills.  It  is  hoped  to  cut  twice  as  much 
during  the  coming  year. 

Late  in  1964  we  shall  be  cutting  the  first  thinnings  to  be 
removed  from  the  Garw  plantations  at  Braich-y-Cymmer.  These 
were  planted  in  1949. 

There  was  no  road  making  this  year  but  we  expect  to 
construct  some  three  or  four  miles  soon — half  in  the  Pwll-y-Garn 
area  and  the  rest  in  the  Dimbath  area. 

From  October  1st,  1962 — September  30th,  1963  we 

employed  some  twenty-two  workers.  Of  these,  five  live  in  Forestry 
Commission  houses.  Ten  of  the  workers  were  under  twenty  years 
of  age.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

During  1963,  twelve  children  died  under  the  age  of  1 year 
compared  with  thirteen  in  1962.  Seven  of  these  twelve  children 
died  in  hospital  and  were  less  than  three  days  old  ; three  of  these 
seven  died  from  intra- cranial  haemorrhage,  two  from  prematurity, 
one  from  pneumonia  and  one  from  asphyxia.  Of  the  remaining 
five  all  exept  one  died  in  hospital,  three  of  pneumonia  and  one 
from  a congenital  malformation.  The  remaining  one  died  at  home 
from  asphyxia  due  to  inhaling  gastric  contents. 

The  mothers  who  before  the  births  of  their  babies  have 
attended  for  relaxation,  maintain,  they  received  inestimable 
benefits  from  the  instructions  they  received. 

As  regards  premature  births,  twenty-four  took  place  in 
hospital  and  one  at  home.  There  were  five  hospital  still  births 
and  one  at  home. 

These  six  still  births  compared  with  ten  still  births  in  1962. 

68.7%  of  the  infants  born  in  this  area  were  born  in  hospital 
compared  with  64.2%  for  the  Glamorgan  County  and  65.9%  for 
the  Mid-Glamorgan  area.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever  : 

There  were  twenty- one  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified — 
all  were  mild  in  type  and  the  patients  all  recovered  without 
complications. 

Eleven  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were  forty-one 
notifications  in  1962  and  fifty-one  in  1961. 

Hospital  accommodation  was  available  for  all  those  patients 
for  whom  it  was  thought  necessary. 

Measles  : 

With  the  exception  of  the  month  of  March,  cases  were 
notified  each  month  throughout  the  year.  The  peak  was  reached 
in  October  when  168  were  notified.  All  the  patients  were  under 
fourteen  and  the  largest  number  was  in  the  5 — 9 group. 

Meningococcal  Meningitis  : 

No  cases  were  notified  in  1963.  In  1962,  four  were  notified. 

Poliomyelitis  : 

No  cases  were  notified  in  1963.  In  1962,  one  was  notified. 

Whooping  Cough  : 

Three  cases  were  notified  from  the  Tynewydd  Ward 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  but  they  were  all  doubtful  cases. 


DYSENTERY 

There  were  148  cases  of  dysentery  notified  this  year  as 
compared  with  six  in  1962.  The  distribution  is  seen  on  the 
accompanying  graph. 

All  cases  of  suspected  dysentery  are  investigated  and 
specimens  from  each  case  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Cardiff  for  confirmation. 

The  first  case  which  came  to  our  notice  during  the  year 
was  at  Bettws  in  mid  January.  With  the  help  of  the  general 
practitioners,  school  personnel  and  health  visitors,  an  intensive 
survey  was  carried  out  and  many  mild  cases  which  could  have 
become  a source  of  infection  to  others  were  diagnosed.  The  first 
case  was  that  of  a boy  of  seven  who  had  been  ill  for  a fortnight 
before  he  was  diagnosed.  No  food  could  be  incriminated  and  the 
spread  was  by  cross  infection.  This  epidemic  was  soon  contained 
and  there  were  only  two  cases  notified  during  the  rest  of  the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  five  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  1963  compared  with  six  in  1962  and  fifteen  in  1961.  There 
were  two  non-pulmonary  cases  in  1963  as  there  were  two  in  1962 
but  four  in  1961.  It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  notifications 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  in  the  higher  age  group  in  1963 
whereas  in  1962,  there  were  three  under  forty-five  and  three  over ; 
this  year  all  were  over  forty-five.  Of  the  cases  notified  one  was 
in  a very  early  stage  and  was  non-infectious,  another  was  in  a 
moderately  early  stage  and  was  non-infectious,  two  were 
moderately  advanced  and  infectious,  while  one  was  in  a very 
advanced  stage  and  infectious.  Of  the  non-pulmonary,  one  was 
infected  in  a joint  and  the  other  in  the  kidney.

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LUNG  CANCER 

There  were  ten  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  during  1963, 
as  compared  with  five  in  1962.  All  were  male  and  all  smoked 
cigarettes  in  varying  degress,  starting  at  an  early  age.  Five 
were  miners,  one  was  engaged  in  remploy  having  sustained  an 
accident  while  working  underground,  two  were  lorry  drivers,  one 
having  worked  previously  underground,  one  was  a bricklayer, 
one  a gardener.

With  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
it  is  hoped  that  eventually  when  a child  is  admitted  to  hospital, 
the  mother  may  also  be  admitted  as  a routine. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  ten  patients  were  admitted  suffering 
from  coal  gas  poisoning. 

These  were  children  from  a local  school  who  were  overcome 
with  fumes  from  a central  heating  boiler.  This  defect  was 
immediately  rectified  and  the  pupils  recovered  without  incident. 


ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME 

Such  accidents  are  sustained  by  the  two  extremes  of  the 
age  groups — the  very  young  or  the  very  old.

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

When  thinking  of  the  older  people  of  the  valley  our  aim 
must  be  to  influence  them  so  that  they  use  their  improved  leisure, 
to  the  best  advantage. 
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People  look  forward  to  their  retirement  for  many  years 
but  often  “ it  is  better  to  travel  than  to  arrive  ” and  the  longed-for 
perpetual  holiday  is  for  some  a period  of  boredom  developing 
into  a waiting  period  for  death  to  others,  it  is  a time  of  intense 
enjoyment  when  at  last  there  is  time  to  fulfil  long  felt  ambitions 

As  one  meets  members  of  the  older  generation  one  realises 
that  the  busier  the  person,  the  happier  he  is  and  we,  as  a council 
can,  at  least  in  one  respect  help.  That  is  by  keeping  the  people 
in  their  own  homes  ; whether  he  be  man  or  woman,  he  or  she  can 
fill  in  the  time  with  “ pottering  about  ” free  from  criticism  and 
interference  when  a guest  (sometimes  unwelcome)  in  a relative’s 
house. 

Often  I am  asked  by  anxious  neighbours  or  relatives  to 
call  on  both  men  and  women  living  alone  since  their  well-wishers 
think  their  removal  to  an  institution  might  be  of  value  to  them. 
How  piteous  is  the  response.  We  all  like  to  be  left  among  our  own 
friendly  furniture  fraught  with  memories.  The  thought  of  leaving 
it  to  spend  the  rest  of  one’s  life  in  an  institution  be  it  ever  so 
luxurious  fills  us  with  horror.  Those  whom  I am  called  in  to  visit 
cherish  their  liberty  to  make  their  own  decisions  as  to  when, 
where  and  how  they  may  eat,  sleep,  go  out  and  come  in  ; at  their 
age  the  thought  of  conforming  to  the  rules  and  discipline  which 
is  necessary  in  our  institutions  fills  them  with  dul  lforeboding. 

Furthermore  the  interpretation  of  “ insanitary  conditions  ” 
and  “ in  need  of  care  and  attention  ” is  extremely  elastic.  The 
person  involved  usually  has  very  definite  ideas  as  to  whether  he 
or  she  is  in  need  of  help  or  whether  his  surroundings  are  not 
all  to  be  desired. 

Up  to  now  we  have  been  able  to  solve  the  problem  after 
repeated  visits  with  the  aid  of  home  help,  nurses  and  neighbours. 
When  the  person  in  question  really  fails  with  some  persuasion 
(often  with  a great  deal  of  persuasion)  he  or  she  has  consented 
to  enter  an  institution  without  our  having  to  enforce  a court 
order  under  Section  47  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

A hot  meal  service  for  the  aged  is  considered  of  value. 
Malnutrition  resulting  in  apathy  and  general  debility  is  often 
the  reason  for  older  people  neglecting  themselves  and  their 
surroundings. 

I understand  that  the  possibility  of  providing  this  service 
throughout  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  area  is  being  explored 
when  co-operation  between  voluntary  bodies  and  local  authorities 
will  be  encouraged.  However,  at  present  in  this  area  the  family 
and  community  spirit  is  a potent  force.  The  majority  of  the  elderly 
people  living  alone  are  well  looked  after  in  this  way  though 
such  a service  might  be  acceptable  to  some. 
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The  Old  People’s  Association  in  the  Garw  Valley  organised 
a cut  price  holiday  to  Southport  for  its  members.  This  was  such 
a success  that  not  only  is  it  to  be  an  annual  event  but  the 
association  in  the  Ogmore  Valley  is  also  organising  a similar 
expedition. 

In  all  areas,  visiting  of  sick  and  lonely  at  home  and  in 
hospital  with  the  distribution  of  small  gifts  continues. 

In  Ogmore  Vale,  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Hall  is  gradually 
becoming  a centre  of  social  activities  though  the  older  female 
members  are  not  as  yet  sufficiently  club  minded  to  utilise  this 
splendid  building  as  such. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  in  Evanstown,  the  younger 
generation  are  taking  an  increasing  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
elderly. 

The  Chiropody  service  which  is  of  inestimable  benefit 
to  the  elderly  is  now  provided  by  the  County.  The  sessions  are 
held  in  the  Welfare  Clinics  and  are  well  attended. 


HOUSING 

In  1963,  64  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  and  were 
occupied.  These  were  built  on  the  north  Bettws  site.  30  were  of 
the  three  bedroomed  type  and  20  of  the  two  bedroomed  type. 
There  were  14  old  people’s  bungalows  with  two  bedrooms.  All 
were  brick  built.  18  similar  type  houses  were  in  course  of 
construction. 

Two-bedroomed  houses  often  lead,  I fear  to  excessive 
crowding  of  sleeping  accommodation.  Moreover,  under  modern 
treatment  there  is  a tendency  for  acute  cases  and  maternity  cases 
to  be  discharged  from  hospital  much  sooner  than  previously. 
Again,  as  regards  many  mental  conditions,  it  is  considered  that  a 
domestic  environment  during  treatment  would  be  of  greater 
value  than  an  institutional,  hence  patients  who  previously  might 
have  been  admitted  to  hospital  are  kept  at  home. 

With  the  extension  of  our  educational  system  there  is  a 
possibility  that  there  may  at  least  be  one  student  in  each  home 
and  for  such,  a room  apart  is  an  advantage.  These  reasons  must 
be  considered  when  allocating  the  numbers  of  four-bedroomed, 
three-bedroomed  and  two-bedroomed  houses.  On  inquiry  when 
visiting  at  clinics,  I find  the  number  of  those  who  prefer  two- 
bedroomed  houses  is  infinitesimal.  By  far  the  larger  group  need 
three  and  even  four-bedroomed  houses. 
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Five  houses  at  Graig  Terrace,  Blackmill  were  built  by  a 
private  contractor  and  were  sold  long  before  completion.  These 
were  occupied  in  October. 

No  houses  were  bought  by  the  Council  for  improving. 
29  and  31  Cuckoo  Street,  Pontycymmer  were  bought  for  demolition 
and  re-development. 

In  the  housing  programme,  the  aim  must  be  to  offer  all  a 
house  which  should  reach  such  a standard  that  in  every  sense 
of  the  word  it  may  be  a home  to  those  who  dwell  therein.  The 
responsibility  of  a parent  does  not  end  with  the  clothing,  feeding 
and  education  of  a child  but  also  a home  where  spiritual  and 
moral  standards  are  instilled  must  be  provided.  There  is  the 
focal  point  of  family  life,  in  it  the  education  of  the  child  begins 
and  here  the  foundation  is  laid  for  the  building  of  a useful  member 
of  society. 

I look  forward  to  the  time  when  every  newly  married 
couple  can  immediately  rent  their  own  house  and  not  have  to 
withstand  during  the  first  hazardous  years  of  their  marriage  the 
dangers  which  beset  the  matrimonial  life  of  those  compelled  to 
share  houses  with  “ in-laws.” 

The  prejudices  and  criticisms  which,  I fear,  are  inherent 
in  such  circumstances  often  leave  a lasting  stamp  not  only  on 
the  personalities  of  the  young  couple  but  on  their  relationship 
with  each  other.  Children  brought  up  in  such  conditions  feel  the 
divided  loyalties  and  are  deprived  of  their  sense  of  security 
which  possibly  in  later  years  leads  to  malajustment  on  their  part. 

There  are  still  538  applicants  on  the  housing  list,  260  on 
the  Garw  list,  203  on  the  Ogmore  list,  and  75  on  the  Evanstown 
list. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS,  1963 

There  have  been  eight  Discretionary  Grants  and  sixteen 
Standard  Grants  accepted  during  the  year  under  the  1949 
Housing  Act.  In  each  case  the  work  was  completed.

Judging  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  inquiries,  we 
hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  grant  many  more  discretionary 
and  standard  grants.  The  number  increased  during  1963. 

The  Estate  Department  of  the  National  Coal  Board  propose 
to  modernise  many  of  the  houses  owned  by  them. 

In  the  last  census  of  1961,  there  were  2,910  houses  without 
modern  conveniences  and  bath  rooms.  It  is  disappointing  that 
in  spite  of  intensive  propaganda  more  people  do  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  improving  their  dwellings.

SUBSIDENCE 

Much  hardship,  which  both  the  Council  and  Coal  Board 
have  done  their  best  to  alleviate  has  been  suffered  by  the  tenants 
of  houses  in  the  upper  end  of  Nantymoel.  Severe  subsidence 
has  occurred  owing  to  coal  mining  under  this  area.  Rowland 
Terrace,  Vale  View  and  Pembroke  Terrace  were  the  regions 
chiefly  effected.  Substantial  preventive  work  was  carried  out  by 
means  of  excavating  the  mountain  which  was  slipping  on  to  the 
backs  of  the  houses  and  a retaining  wall  is  being  built.  These 
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measures  were  put  into  operation  at  the  backs  of  29 — 35  Pembroke 
Terrace,  the  whole  of  Rowland  Terrace  consisting  of  12  houses  ; 
and  from  1 — 21  Vale  View.  Unfortunately  the  last  six  houses  of 
Vale  View  had  to  be  demolished  and  three  houses  in  Howell 
Street  had  to  be  closed.  This  action  was  under  the  direction 
of  the  Coal  Board. 

The  Coal  Board  brought  to  the  area  three  portable  houses 
to  assist  the  Council.  These  were  placed  on  the  site  of  a demolished 
church  and  were  used  to  house  in  rotation  either  tenants  whose 
dwellings  were  under  repair  or  whose  houses  were  beyond  repair 
and  were  compelled  to  wait  until  other  accommodation  was 
available. 


MINERS’  COAL  DISTRIBUTION 

The  question  now  under  discussion  between  the  Council, 
Coal  Board  and  Miners  is  whether  it  is  possible  from  an  economic 
standpoint  to  bag  all  coal  delivered  straight  from  the  mines. 
No  doubt  there  will  be  a solution  of  this  problem  as  in  other  mining 
areas  amicable  arrangements  have  been  arrived  at  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  all  concerned. 


WATER 

Thirty  four  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a report  from  the  manager  of  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

The  only  major  development  in  the  Board’s  undertaking 
affecting  your  Council’s  area  was  the  laying  of  an  8"  leading  main 
for  improving  the  supply  of  water  to  Bettws.  This  has  made  the 
Booster  Station,  installed  in  1956,  redundant  and  that  Station 
is  now  being  dismantled.  No  farms  were  connected  to  the  water 
mains  during  the  year. 

Effective  Soda-ash  treatment  to  prevent  plumbo-solvency 
at  the  Nant-y-ci  Source  was  continued  without  interruption 
during  the  year.  Routine  sampling  of  raw  and  treated  waters 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  continued  throughout 
the  year. 

Samples  of  water  from  selected  sources  are  also  submitted 
for  total  Beta  activity  analyses. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  no  change  in  the  facilities  provided  for  swimming. 
The  two  baths,  an  indoor  one  in  the  Ogmore  valley  and  an  out 
door  one  in  the  Garw  valley  are  fed  by  mountain  streams  and 
are  chlorinated  by  hand.  Frequent  tests  are  made  by  the  attendant 
and  checks  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  personnel.  Specimens 
are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  sub-committee 
appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  the  bathing  facilities  have 
recommended  that  endeavours  should  be  made  to  build  a new 
enclosed  bath  at  Llangeinor  and  that  the  old  bath  at  Ogmore 
Vale  should  be  renovated  with  a modern  filtration  plant  installed. 

Our  experience  is  that  when  a bath  is  far  from  a community, 
the  children  make  their  own  baths  by  damming  streams  and 
rivers  at  certain  points.  They  are  very  aggrieved  when  such 
are  demolished  as  they  feel  they  have  no  facilities  unless  the 
bath  is  within  a reasonable  distance. 


MILK 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1960  : 

One  new  licence  was  granted  to  sell  T.T.  milk.  This  was 
issued  to  Mr.  E.  M.  Price,  Abergarw  Farm,  Brynmenin. 

This  brings  the  number  of  farms  with  licences  to  sell 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  up  to  fourteen  in  Bettws,  sixteen  in 
Llandyfodwg  and  six  in  Llangeinor. 

ICE  CREAM 

Thirty-two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the 
year.  Three  were  unsatisfactory.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  phased  plan  for  providing  all  householders  in  the  area 
with  a regulation  type  dustbin  is  nearing  completion.  The  district 
is  fortunate  in  having  a frequent  refuse  collection  service,  many 
houses  having  their  bins  emptied  three  times  a week.  To  obtain 
this  frequent  service  means  that  householders  have  to  carry  out 
their  bins  to  the  kerb  side  or  place  them  in  the  back  lanes  for 
emptying.  The  bins  are  of  the  heavy  galvanised  type  and  the 
“ kerbing  ” of  bins  presents  some  difficulty  to  the  elderly  and 
infirm.  It  is  felt  that  this  problem  could  be  met,  where 
circumstances  warrant  it,  by  the  provision  of  paper  refuse  sacks, 
which  have  much  to  commend  them,  being  light,  easy  to  handle, 
and  hygienic. 

The  district  is  provided  with  four  covered  refuse  collection 
vehicles  with  two  modern  rear  loading  vehicles  due  to  come  into 
service  in  the  New  Year. 
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Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping.  The  great  majority  of  the 
refuse  is  tipped  at  Blaengarw  for  the  Garw  Valley,  Lewistown 
for  the  Ogmore  Valley  and  there  is  also  a small  tip  in  the 
Evanstown  area.  A careful  watch  has  to  be  kept,  particularly 
during  the  warmer  weather,  for  infestation  of  flies  and  other 
pests.  Disinfestation  treatments  are  carried  out  from  time  to 
time,  but  much  could  be  done  to  improve  matters  by  better 
methods  and  supervision.  It  is  also  imperative  that  the  tips 
be  properly  fenced  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  sheep. 

At  the  present  time,  the  refuse  is  used  to  build  up  playing 
fields.  When  this  has  been  completed  the  installation  of  incin- 
erators must  be  given  serious  consideration.

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SEWAGE 


The  Council  are  still  negotiating  with  a view  to  joining 
the  main  Penybont  Sewerage  Board.  In  the  meantime  the  sewage 
farm  is  being  maintained  with  the  maximum  efficiency  possible. 
The  two  modern  sewage  works  are  still  capable  of  coping  with 
the  present  number  of  houses  at  Bettws  including  the  new  houses. 

Frequent  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  River  Board. 

There  are  twelve  houses  in  Lletty  Brongu  served  by  two 
cess  pools  which  are  not  satisfactory  and  efforts  are  now  being 
made  to  improve  the  position. 

Five  houses  in  Sweet  Wells  are  served  by  a disposal  plant 
erected  by  the  Council. 

The  Abergarw  Caravan  site  is  served  by  two  septic  tanks. 
There  are  thirty -two  caravans  and  one  shop. 

The  Council  have  their  own  gully  emptier  with  a capacity 
of  500  gallons,  three  free  services  are  given  to  each  house  annually.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  is  a small  slaughterhouse  in  operation  for  the  killing 
of  sheep  and  pigs.  There  are  no  facilities  at  this  slaughterhouse 
for  the  stunning  of  cattle. 

An  application  was  made  by  J.  Tudor  & Sons  for  permission 
to  erect  a slaughterhouse  at  Blackmill,  east  of  the  bridge  crossing 
the  Dymbath  river.  Planning  permission  was  refused  by  the 
Ogmore  & Garw  Council  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council.  On  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Town  and  Country  Planning, 
permission  was  granted  but  there  were  no  further  developments 
during  the  year. 

Before  the  slaughterhouse  can  be  erected,  a licence  must 
be  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time  on 
food  premises  in  the  district.  Food  traders  can  be  divided  into  the 
following  categories, 

1.  Retail  Food  Shops  : 

A large  proportion  of  the  retail  trade  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
two  Co-operative  Societies  operating  in  the  area.  A number  of 
the  multiple  firms  have  branches  and  the  rest  of  the  trade  is 
carried  out  by  mobile  shops  and  by  the  small  family  businesses 
who  rarely  employ  persons  outside  the  family.  Generally  speaking, 
the  hygiene  standards  of  these  premises  are  satisfactory,  although 
informal  action  had  to  be  taken  in  a number  of  cases  during  the 
year.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  there  is  a deplorable  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  hygiene  principles  of  food  hygiene  handling. 
This  can  only  be  corrected  by  education.  Even  in  the  large 
firms,  however,  little  training  is  given  in  proper  food  handling 
technique.  Voluntary  courses  of  instructions  carried  out  in  some 
areas  have  not  proved  very  successful  as  they  are  usually  poorly 
attended. 
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2.  Cantaans  : 

The  collieries  in  the  area  provide  canteens  where  cooked 
meals  are  served.  The  standard  of  personal  hygiene  has  been 
found  excellent  in  all  cases.  One  new  modern  canteen  was  opened, 
and  a second  new  one  is  to  be  completed  at  the  Western  Colliery 
in  the  near  future. 

3.  Bakehouses  : 

These  have  now  been  reduced  by  closures  to  three. 

4.  Licensed  Premises  : 

A number  of  visits  were  carried  out  to  Clubs  and  Public 
Houses  in  the  area.  Some  concern  must  be  expressed  at  the 
practice  of  returning  over-spill  beer  to  the  barrel.  This  practice 
is  fairly  general  throughout  the  area.  A number  of  improvements 
were  carried  out  as  a result  of  action  by  the  Department. 

5.  Schools  : 

The  kitchens  and  dining  rooms  of  schools  are  visited  from 
time  to  time.  Here  again  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  kitchen 
staff  for  the  high  standard  of  personal  cleanliness  and  equipment.
